Mention was 
made of it then,’and later, not many 
years ago the writer sent to the poet 
Whittier 11 condensed statement ot the 
fact, and ask him to weave into a poem, 
the noble and bravo deed of Abigail 
Becaer He published my stoiy in the 
Atlantic Monthly, in prose, as wiitten to 
him. I had thought as the scene was not 
unlike the bench of New England (where 
his old home and mine was) where he 
wifou* his poem'‘The Teuton the Reach," 
it might inspire*him to weave from the 
facts and deeds of heroism, such a poetic 
story as might 041111 ! 'his former efforts.

FRENCH EXECUTIONS.

The c .iT'-sp. udciit of the New York 
Time s giyes the following account of the 
way executions arc conducted in Paris :

The .present 
Goyemor-General is a more jk)pular ruler 
thap this country has had since James 
Monroe, for there is literally no p>»rty 
hostility to him. More can be found in 
tho columns of a single issue of an Ameri¬ 
can paper in opposition to our govern¬ 
ment than the files of Canadian papers 
reacliing back forty years will show in re¬ 
gard to the government of that country. 
There are a few dissatisfied persons in 
Canada whose sympathies are with the 
people of France, but not with those of 
the United States. 

“Again, it is a very questionable if the 
majority of the people ol this country 
are favorable to the acquisition of any 
more territory or foreign people. There 
is a limit to the extent of territory that 
can be well managed by one government. 
Most of our troubles have come from our 
having so bioul'a domain and a people 
so dissimilar as regards race, education, 
nnd domestic institutions. A great deal 
has been said on Fourth of July occasions 
about the manifest destiny of the nation 
being to include tiie entire continent of 
America and the islands within easy sail¬ 
ing distance of the coast, but no one has 
pointed out any particular good that 
would result from this extension. All 
history shows that the most prosperous 
and best governed countries have been 
those that had a comparatively small ter¬ 
ritory and a people belonging to one 
rac e.”—Chicago Times.

Some Tory writers are still hurling 
steel rails at the Premie-. In every in¬ 
dictment against the Government this is 
almost sure to be a conspicious count. 
Being a railway transaction—Pacific 
Railway at that, it is regarded as a pe¬ 
culiarly suitable set oft’ to that Tory cap 
sheaf of political immorality, the barter¬ 
ing of a public contract for money with 
which to buy a renewal of the lease of 
power. The cases, however, are far 
from parallel.

Mr. MacKenzio was in this matter 
tried by a jury of his peers in Parliament 
and acquitted of the least taint of corrupt 
intent The nepotism which was the 
principal sting in the charge, that is, that 
the Premier's brother, Mr. Charles 
Mackenzie, had any pecuniary interest in 
the transaction, was proved to have no 
existence whatever, save m the political 
spleen of his traducers, apd the whole 
transaction, was proved to have no ex¬ 
istence whatever, save in the political 
spleen of his traducers, and the whole 
transaction was found to havo been 
honestly intended to promote the public 
interest, A. vast majority in tha House 
voted for this finding, tho acquittal of 
the Premier iE this matter boing sustain 
ed not only by his straight party friends, 
but by all members making tho least 
genuine pretentions to independence or 
fair play.

The different lines of 
railway are bringing them towards the 
lines whore a duty of ten per cent, has to 
be paid. The bags containing the po¬ 
tatoes bear the Imperial Arms with the 
words, “Customs Department” under¬ 
neath. Grand Trunk carters are busily 
employed conveying them this morning 
from tho Montreal and Ottawa Railway 
to the Grand Trunk lino at Point St. 
Charles. The prico paid by tho American 
buyers varies from 50c to 56c per bushel 
delivered at tho different stations along 
the railway lines, but it is said they enter 
them at a less price than this when ar¬ 
ranging for their transfer aorosH the lines, 
and that tttoy obtain 81 per bushel in 
New York and other cities in the United 
States. Housekeepers hero complain 
wlu-n they have to pay SI per bag con¬ 
taining a bushel and a half. The demand 
is so great now that it is feared the 
habitants will leave themselves short of 
sood.

to 1st May. 

Bats, cannot be caught from 15th May 
to 15th June. 

Pickerel , cannot be caught from 
15lh April to 15th May. 

Maektnonge , cannot be caught from 15th 
April to 15th May. 

CLOSE SEASONS FOB GAME. 

Deer and Cariboo , cannot be Killed from 
let December to 1st September. 

Afoot#, cannot be killed from 1st Decem¬ 
ber to 1st September. 

Patridge , cannot be killed from 1st 
January to 1st September. 

Duck , cannot be killed from 1st January 
to 15th August.

“An English brewer" writes as follows 
to the London Timet : “As Mr. Walker 
baa put forth the proposal that English 
beer be, as much as possible, assimilated 
to tbs German beer in its invigorating 
but non-intoxicating character, it will be 
interesting to point out wherein the dif¬ 
ference of the two national beverages 
exiits. The diflerence is wholly in the 
fermentation. If fermentation be con¬ 
ducted at a temperature above the normal 
temperature of water in a well, viz.: 52£ 
degrees Fahrenheit, the yeast in the pro¬ 
cess of fermentation will rise to the rur- 
fsce of the liquid; if it be conducted at a 
temperature lower than this, the yeast 
will be preeipitated. The English fer¬ 
mentation is the former, being usually 
started at 60 degrees, more or less ; the 
German fermentation is the latter, being 
■tarted usually about 44 degrees or leas. 
The English fermentation occupies from 
five to seven days, the German 14 to 21. 
It is obvious that, excopt in mid-winter, 
the German fermentation has to be car 
ried on in the artificial temperature of an 
ioe-house. On the faoe of it, it appears a 
very eary thing to reduce the English 
fermentation temperature to the German, 
but it is to be observed that the two fer¬ 
mentations yield beers of essentially dif¬ 
ferent flavors. It would take years, per¬ 
haps generations, to eduoate the English 
popular taste to the distinctive flavor of 
the low temperature fermentation. It is 
truo that the German foimentation lias 
the strong recommendation that it yields 
a malt liquor of far less intoxicating

->use. On the face of it, it appears a 
eary thing to reduce the English 
mtation temperature to the German, 
t is to be observed that the two fer- 
Htions yield beers of essentially dif* 
t flavors. It would take years, per- 
generations, to eduoate the English 
lar taste to the distinctive flavor of 
>w temperature fermentation. It is

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AGRICULTURAL AND DOMESTIC. 

HOUSE CLEANING. 

As far os practicable, move everything 
out of tne room to be cleaned. If clothes 
or pieces of carpeting are stored in the 
attio, or ill any room to be cleaned, take 
them into the yard, brush well, hang on 
the line, and let them remain there for 
the snn and wind to free from dust and 
dampness. , While one is attending to 
the clothes, trunks, bags and boxes that 
unsually fill up the attic, to expedite the 
work another with clean brushes, brooms 
and dusters can begin the cleaning. Brush 
every cobwed from the walls with a long* 
handled brush, and sweep down the walls 
with a stiff broom. Take up the dust 
and put it in a pail- never leave it »tan • 
ing in a shallow dustpan to be blown 
back into the rocm. If the 
hard-finished they can be washed off with 
gome warm soapsuds and w.ped dry. Then 
wash and polish the windows, and scrub 
all wood-work and floors with very hot 
suds ; rinse off with very hot water, made 
hotter with a good quantity of caye««« 
and red pepper. If this is faithfully iwed 
this peppered rinsing-water will find its 
way into every crack or crevice in the 
wall or on the floor. Mice and rats will 
geek a (cooler) boarding place, and in¬ 
sects ef all kinds will keep ar. a lespect- 
ful distance. • . 

When the floor is well scrubbed 
and dried, blow with a small bellows 
which comes for this purpose cayenne, 
popper, Persian Powder or Pool s Moth 
Powder intc every hole or crack 
that can bo reached, and 
then replace whatever belongs in the 
room unless the walls, not being hard 
finish, need to be white washed. This 
must be done after the wood-work is 
washed and scrubbed, hut before scrubb¬ 
ing that any white-wash that may drop 
from the brush may be removed. 

The attic finished dcscond to the next 
story, and so on till all parts of the house 
have boon faithfully cleaned. But never 
attempt more than one or two rooms at 
a timo. Do not make tho family wretch¬ 
ed by making *bo house unfit to stay in. 
It sometimes happens that all the family 
is absent except the mistress, and the 
whole house may be dismantled and 
cleaned at once. This is always a com¬ 
fort, because the work can he done much 
easier and better. Then all the help 
that can work to advantage can be called 
in, and tho whole work speedily accomp¬ 
lished. A half a dozon cleaners for three 
days aro no more tcoubiosome or expen¬ 
sive than half tho number for twice as 
many days. 

In cloaring a room remove everything 
that can be removed without injury. 
Take down curtains and cover up such 
articles as must remain in tho room. 
Tako up such carpets as need cleaning, 
and if not sent to u carpet-swooping estab¬ 
lishment, removo them to tho Imck yard, 
stretch across tho clothes-line, and got a 
man to boat and brush thorn faithfully. 
While tho carpets aro receiving their 
share of attention another hand can clean 
whatevor is removed from tho room. 
Brush the upholstered furniture with a 
furniture brush, cleaning around each 
button or tuft. Turn sofas and chairs 
down, and beat them with a cat pet or 
furniture whip, then brush again, and 
wipe the t vers "with a clean (hftftp cloth 
to take off what dust that may have set¬ 
tled. Take a basin of warm soap suds 
and wash all the wood work and carving 
with a soft cloth. Wash only a small 
part of one thing at a time, and then 
wipe dry as quickly as possible,and polish 
with a chamois skin. If left wet till the 
whole piece is well washed the soap-suds 
may turn the varnish. But if carefully 
done it cleans furniture ofall finger marks.

If tho sufferer has presence of mind 
enough to throw herself on tho ground 
and roll ov^r and over again until the 
by-standers ciin envelop her in some thick 
and non-inflammablecovering,her chances 
of escape from serious injury will be 
much increased ; but, unfortunately, the 
terror of the moment ordinarily over¬ 
comes every other fooling, and tho suf- 
forer rushes into tho open air—tho veiy 
worst thing she could do. Tho first thing 
for a by-stander to do is to provido him¬ 
self with some non-inflammable article 
with which to envelop tho patient, and a 
coat or cloak or, bettor, a table cloth or 
drugget—will answer tho purpt.se. 
Throwing this around the sufferer, lie 
should, if possible, lay her on tho ground 
atid thin rapidly cover ovor and beat out 
all the firo, keeping on the covering until 
every spark is extinguished. To attempt 
to extinguish fire by water is useless, un¬ 
less the whole body of flame can be nut 
mit at one blow ; and for one lightly-clad 
temale to attempt to succor another when

By putting small heaps ot bruised pota¬ 
toes bore and there in tho field, carlj in 
Spring, and sprink’ing tho heaps with n 
little Paris Green tho labor of fighting 
the Colorado Potato-beetle may bo lesson¬ 
ed a thousand-fold and tbo chances of a 
crop of potatoes correspondingly increas¬ 
ed. Tho bugs began to lly the firt warm 
days, long before a potato top was in 
sight. It appears to be taking a general 
survey and cogitating on main chances. 
At this early day its appetite is keen and 
it will smell a bruised potato a long way. 
Tho heaps should be yisited every day or, 
two and the potatoes rebruised and 
sprinkled to keep up tho odor. If the 
sun be very hot tho heaps should bo shad¬ 
ed from tho diroct rays or the potatoes 
soon dry and make poor bait. According 
to ontomologists one beetle may be the 
mother of a hundred million in a single 
reason. If this bo true or ono-tenth 
true, it will be seen that much is gained 
by giving tho prolific mother a bito of 
green before she lays an egg. It is as¬ 
tonishing how many bugs can be killed at 
one small heap. Any small, worthless 
potatoes will ao. Care should be taken 
to place the heaps where stock cannot 
get to thorn, and above all every farmer 
and every one owning a garden should 
work in concert. 


MOLES. 

Iii some parts of Belgium attempts 
have been made to extirpate tho moles 
from the soil.
